Explanatory  Note 


The  Summary  of  Gifts  to  the  right  of  this 
column  accounts  for  all  gifts  received  from 
all  sources  during  the  calendar  year,  1975. 

The  Lycoming  College  Fund,  the  annual  fund 
for  undesignated  gifts,  is  summarized  on 
page  4.    The  receipts  from  this  fund  are  used 
annually  for  the  operation  of  the  College. 

The  Lycoming  College  Progress  Fund,  the 
fund  resulting  from  the  1968  capital  cam- 
paign, is  designated  for  buildings  and  equip- 
ment.   Approximately  $1.5  million  was  paid 
or  pledged  and  at  this  date  about  $156,000 
remains  unpaid.    The  summary,  also  on 
page  4,  lists  donors  who  either  made  pay- 
ments on  their  pledges  or  made  additional 
contributions  designated  for  capital  purposes.

LYCOMING  DIALOG: 
HOROWITZ-LIPSET 


Two  outstanding  political  sociologists.  Dr. 
Irving  L.  Horowitz,  of  Rutgers  University, 
and  Dr.  Seymour  M.   Lipset,  of  Stanford 
University,  will  be  on  the  campus  for  a 
series  of  three  dialogs  on  April  1  and  2. 

"Lycoming  Dialog:  Horowitz -Lipset"  will 
feahire  two  prominent  sociologists  with  wide- 
ly divergent  philosophies  who  will  present 
their  viewpoints  on  the  problems  of  the  world 
of  the  fuhjre  and  America's  role  in  that  future. 
The  debate  will  be  held  in  two-hour  sessions, 
with  two  on  Thursday,  April  1,  with  the  con- 
cluding seminar  on  Friday  afternoon,  April  2. 


Because  of  the  intellectual  stature  and  promi- 
nence of  Drs.  Horowitz  and  Lipset,  the  debate 
is  expected  to  be  attended  by  scholars  in  soci- 
ology and  related  disciplines  from  throughout 
the  East.  In  addition,  newspapers  and  pro- 
fessional journals  and  magazines  with  nation- 
al circulation  will  be  represented. 

Dr.  Horowitz  is  professor  of  sociology  and 
political  science  at  Rutgers.    He  helped  estab- 
lish and  was  the  first  chairman  of  the  sociol- 
ogy department  at  the  Livingston  College

The  pressure  upon  the  liberal  arts  college  to  become  a  job 
training  center  is  great,  and  the  struggling  one  should  not  be 
harshly  blamed  if  it  lakes  this  route  lo  survival.  Since  students 
and  their  parents  as  well  as  ihe  general  public  are  very 
susceptible  to  (he  arguments  of  job  training,  this  conversion 
may  indeed  be  a  defensible  deathbed  solution.

In 
news  ardcles  announcing  the  results  of  a  study  of  (he 
occupations  of  college  graduates,  the  lack  ofa  strong  positive 
correlation  between  major  in  college  and  job  in  which  the 
mdivtdual  Is  currently  employed  is  interpreted  as  indicating 
that  a  liberal  arts  education  is  of  little  use  lo  someone  who  is 
going  to  work.

Kenneth  E.  Hinies,   secretary  of  the  Presi- 
dential Selection  Committee,  issued  a  report 
on  March  8,    According  to  this  report,   the 
committee  has  held  seven  meetings  and  has 
reviewed  the  credentials  of  approximately  125 
candidates.

neering, and  received  his  Ph.D.  from  Cor- 
nell Universi^.  He  also  studied  piano  at 
Manhattan  School  of  Music. 

Dr.  Moog  founded  a  firm  in  1965  to  develop 
and  manufacture  the  synthesizer  which  bears 
his  name,  and  by  1968  the  instrument  began 
appearing  at  concerts  and  schools  of  music. 
The  first  phonograph  recording  utilizing  the 
synthesizer  as  an  instrument  was  made  in 
1968,  and  one  year  later  the  initial  live  music 
performance  with  the  synthesizer  was  pre- 
sented at  the  Museum  of  Modem  Art's  Con- 
cert Series  in  New  York  City.    The  instruments 
are  now  in  wide  use  and  have  been  installed  in 
5ic  schools  and  colleges  through- 
the  United  States,  including  Lycoming.

Basketball  Team  Makes  Playoffs; 
Wrestlers  Seventh  in  Nationals

Lycoming's  basketball  team  rebounded  from 
a  midseason  slump  with  an  exciting  stretch 
drive  to  qualify  for  the  Middle  Atlantic  Con- 
ference championship  playoffs,  and  the  War- 
rior wrestling  team  finished  seventh  in  the 
team  standings  from  among  a  strong  field  of 
70  at  the  N.C.A.A.,  Division  III.  National 
Championship  Tournament  to  provide  a  grat- 
ifying climax  to  the  winter  sports  program. 

The  Warrior  cagers  of  Coach  Dutch  Burch 
rose  to  the  occasion  after  slumping  at  mid- 
season  to  win  four  of  the  final  five  games, 
including  two  key  conference  clashes  with 
Albright  and  Wilkes,  to  salvage  a  11-13  reg- 
ular season  record.    Although  the  Warriors, 
who  qualified  with  a  5-5  record  for  the  four- 
team  playoffs  for  the  third  time  in  four  years, 
lost  76-59  to  a  strong  Scranton  University 
five  in  the  opening  round,  Coach  Burch  was 
pleased  with  the  performance  of  the  Warriors 
in  the  final  two  weeks  of  the  season. 

Coach  Burch  cited  the  team  for  bouncing  back 
from  the  midseason  slump  in  which  they 
failed  to  generate  a  consistent  offense.    One 
of  the  keys  to  the  success  of  the  Warriors  in 
those  final  two  weeks  was  the  emergence  of 
freshman  Mark  Molesky  as  a  solid  starter 
and  the  play  of  6-6  junior  Jeff  Billman. 

MOLESKY  LEADS  RESURGENCE 

Molesky,  who  was  inconsistent  during  the 
first  half  of  the  season,  began  finding  the 
range  in  the  final  weeks  to  help  spark  the 
Warrior  resurgence.    He  averaged  more  than 
21  points  per  game  in  the  final  sln  contests 
and  against  Albright  hit  a  personal  intercol- 
legiate career  high  of  33  in  the  112-91  romp 
over  the  Lions.    The  freshman  from  Mon- 
toursville.  Pa. ,  scored  259  points  in  the  25 
games.     Billman  also  scored  well  in  the 
stretch  drive  and  led  the  rebounding  efforts 
along  with  6-6  sophomore  Bill  Conroy.    Bill- 
man  ended  the  season  with  303  points. 

John  DiMarco,  the  team  captain  and  one  of 
the  three  seniors  on  the  squad,  was  the  lead- 
ing scorer  with  363.    DiMarco  had  a  solid 
shot  at  becoming  the  ninth  player  in  Warrior 
history  to  reach  the  coveted  1,000  plateau  in 
career  scoring,  but  two  non-productive  games 
in  the  final  week  of  the  season  ruined  his  bid 
to  reach  the  goal,    DiMarco  finished  his  career 
with  986  points  and  ninth  on  the  all-time  War- 
rior scoring  list. 


SDC  WRESTLERS  QUALIFY 


Six  of  Coach  Budd  Whitehill's  Warri 
tiers  had  qualified  for  the  national  C 
at  Coe  College,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  by  fin- 
ishing third  or  better  in  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  Championship  Tournament,  and 
three  of  the  six  helped  boost  the  team  to  its 
most  lofty  finish  ever  in  the  season-ending 
event  by  placing  among  the  top  four  in  the 


Harry  Shaw,  who  won  the  conference  cham- 
pionship at  142,  went  on  to  a  third-place  fin 
ish  in  the  nationals,  and  Steve  Borja,   the 
167-pound  M.  A. C.  champion,  and  Craig 
Savitsky,  second  at  158  in  the  conference, 
each  finished  fourth  in  the  N.C.A.A.  touma 
ment. 

The  three  Warriors  who  failed  to  place  in 
the  top  six  at  the  nationals  included  Bill 
Beasley  (118),  third  in  the  M. A. C. ;  Brad 
Young  (177),  also  third  in  the  conference 
tournament,  and  Randy  Parsons  (190),  who 
finished  second  in  the  M.A.C.  tourney. 


The  wrestlers  of  Coach  Budd  Whitehill  had  s 
fine  overall  season,  finishing  with  a  12-3 
record  in  dual  meet  competition.    They  lost 
only  to  Division  1  teams  Maryland.  West 
Chester,  and  Wilkes.    All  six  of  the  Warrio 
participating  in  the  national  tournament  will 
be  returning  next  year.    The  only  regular  to 
be  lost  by  graduation  is  co-captain  Lloyd  Rei- 
ter,  who  had  a  fine  season  at  150  despite  a 
series  of  injuries. 

SWIMMERS  WIN  TWO 

The  two  swimming  teams  failed  to  do  as  well 
as  their  counterparts  in  the  winter  sports 
program  with  each  winning  only  one  game 
while  Team  I  dropped  six  and  Team  IT  lost 
eight. 

One  of  the  problems  which  faced  Mrs.  Susan 
Hetrick  in  her  first  year  as  coach  of  the  two 
teams  was  lack  of  personnel.  Neither  team 
had  sufficient  swimmers  to  compete  in  all 
events,  and  some  of  the  close  contests  could 
have  been  added  to  the  victory  column  if  the 
Warriors  had  been  able  to  enter  contestants 
in  the  events.  Mrs.  Hetrick  is  optimistic 
about  additional  candidates  reporting  for  the 
team  when  next  season  rolls  around.
